MEMORANDUM FOR THE DIRECTOR, CENTRAL INT ELLI GENCE

I appreciate your thoughtfulness in letting me have the 
list of specific complaints and accusations voiced by 
these visitors to our shores. 

It occurs to me that you might want to make this 
interesting report available to the Secretaries of State 
and Defense, and to the Attorney General, in view of the 
special interest which they manifested in the subject on 
February 17 during the NSC discussion of the proposed 
policy statement on the admission to the United States of 
°P ean visitors excludable under existing law. 


I think that the Secretary of State and the Attorney 
General will find it helpful to consider your information 
in advance of the further report which they are scheduled 
to submit to the NSC on the admission policy under NSC 
Action No. 1336—b.
